Three  sediment  tests  vtfere  aLso  taken,  the  milk  in  each  case  being  unsatisfactory 
steps  were  taken  to  bring  about  a  more  cleaner  method  in  production. 

During  the  year  complaint  .was  received  from  one  Cow-keeper  that  his  cows  were 
suffering  from  Scours  and  he  believed  tho  cause  to  be  due  to  the  condition  of  the 
river  water.  This  complaint  was  investigated  and  samples  of  the  river  water  taken 
and  submitted  for  Chemical  and  Bacteriological  Examination  and  although  the 
Bacteriological  results  were  unsatisfactory  and  showed  heavy  pollution  there  was 
nothing  which  was  likely  to  cause  harm  to  cows  or  the  milk  through  drinking  this 
water.  The  condition  of  tho  river  was  reported  to  the  Thames  Conservancy  Board. 

Tho  condition  of  the  cow-sheds  and  the  methods  of  milk  production  in  this 
District  during  tho  year  has  been  generally  satisfactory.

WATER  SUPPLIES. 

Thirty-six  visits  to  private  Water  Supplies  were  made  and  thirty-two 
samples  of  water  were  taken  and  submitted  for  Bacteriological  Examination. 

The  result  of  these  Samples  were  as  follows 

Twenty-one  samples  were  found  to  be  polluted  and  unsatisfactory 
for  drinking  purposes. 

Fourteen  of  these  polluted  samples  were  taken  from  the  North 
Western  Area  of  the  Rural  District,  the  remaining  polluted 
samples  were  obtained  from  the  following  parishes.
